Charles Furthmann, special investigator 
for State's Attorney Maclay Hoyne, was 
arrested last night on the charge of selling 
state’s evidence to defendants in the arson 
cases. Furthmann was taken to the Plaza ho- 
tel by Hyde Park detectives wo say that 
they found $250 in marked bills in his 
pockets, 

In a statement given out from the state's 


alleged to have sold a copy of the confession 
of Ben Fink, held as a fire bug. for $2,000. 
It is charged that he received $1,500 of this 
amount some time ago from a man acting 
as a “ go-between" for three brothers of 
the firm of Antonio Morici & Co., 906-8 Mil- 
ton avenue, who are under indictments for 
arson and burning to defraud.

Hoyne Pays“ Immunity to Four. 

For the betrayal of Furthmann, States’s 
Attorney Hoyne guaranteed immunity to the 
man who is alleged to have bribed the in- 
vestigator and to three other men, against 
whom there are six indictments. The men 
are Antonio Morici, Augustino Morici, and 
Filipo Morici, who are now at liberty on 
bonds running up to $100,000. These are the 


ney N sad ‘the man who was dealing with 


Furthmann, brought one of the copies of 
Fink’s confession to my office. We later 
found that Furthmann abstracted the con- 
fession from our office files at night and 
made six copies of them, returning the 
originals to their place in the morning. 

‘The man came to us because he felt that 
the $1,500 he had paid was enough. Furth- 
mann had been importuning him for $600 
more and he didn’t care to give if, up. 


Makes Bargain for Immunity. 

He wanted immunity for the three Mo- 
ricis and for himself. We wanted evidence 
of any leaks in the office. We struck a 
bargain. The matter was turned over to 
Assistant State’s Attorneys Stephen Malato 
and Charles Case and a trap was laid for 
Furthmann. In the morning we had the $250 
in bills photographed and the serial num- 
bers taken. Then the money was given to 
the man. 

Detectives John S. Noonan and P. T. 
Nolan ot the Hyde Park police were waiting 
in the barroom at the Plaza hotel, where 
the man with the money had arranged to 
meet Furthmann at 5:30. Furthmann and 
the go-between stood at the bar for several 
minutes and then went into the toilet room. 
When Furthmann returned to the barroom, 
Mr. Case accosted him and asked him whom 
he had just met. Furthmann replied that 
he had met no one—that he had just arrived 
in the bar. The detectives then arrested him, 
searched him and found the marked bills in 
his pockets. 

„% The only explanation he would offer was 
that somebody had been trying to. frame 
on him.’ He will be booked tomorrow 
morning under a charge of conspiring to ob- 


struct public justice.”’ 


Furthmann Kept Close Prisoner. 

Furthmann was held incommunicado by the 
state’s attorney’s office until a late hour, 
when it was believed that he had been re- 
moved to some police station. No one was al- 
lowed to see him who was not vouched for 
by Hoyne. The only statement attributed 
to him came from Mr. Hoyne, and wasa de- 
nial of the charge. 

James T. Brady, attorney for the Morici 
brothers, appeared at the Criminal Court 
building’ during the evening. He ridiculed 
the statement that any one had secured $1,- 
500 from his clients for the confession of 
Fink. 

„My clients have no need of that confes- 
sion,” he said. “ They are innocent. The 
state’s attorney has been afraid to try the 
case, We have tried to get it to trial with- 
out success. If anybody did get $1,500 from 
my clients for a copy of that confession of 
Fink's I'll sue him for the money as my fee.” 

Furthmann was an investigator during 
the Wayman administration, and was one of 
the few holdovers under Mr. Hoyne. He was 

assistant to First Assistant State's 
Attorney Frank Johnston Jr., and was 
credited with unearthing a large amount of 
the evidence which made possible the arrests 
in the arson trust investigation. Furthmann 
trailed William K. Buckminster to Canada 
and arrested him, and after a long search 
traced John Danies, the fire bug, to New 
York and captured him.

TRIAL OF SULZER 
FOR ‘HIGH CRIMES’ 
WILL OPEN TODAY 


Great Crowds Enter Albany te 
Hear Impeachment Case 
Against Governor. 


LATTER MAY BE ABSENT 


Defense Probably WI Use Testi- 
mony of Wife in Effort to 
Protect Executive. 


JUDGE UPSETS SENATORS’ HOPES 


Albany, N. T., Sept. 17.—[Special.}—The 
last stage hand faded away tonight from the 
reconstructed senate chamber, where at noon 
tomorrow Gov. William Sulzer will be placed 
on trial for “high rimes and misdemeanors.” 

Most of the actors in the drama not al- 
ready here flocked into Albany today, the 
senators and the Court of Appeals judges 
who are to sit as the high court of im- 
peachment, the assembly managers, who pre- 
pared the prosecution's case, the lawyers for 
both sides, also there appeared hundreds of 
sideliners for whom disappointment is in 
store when they find that only 200 seats have 
been allotted to the public. 

It looks as if tomorrow's session will last 
not more than two hours, going no further 
than the appointment of a committee on rules 
and procedure, which will report on Friday. 
Even if it gets as far as the big moment 
when Chief Judge Cullen calls for the gov- 
ernor’s answer to the articles of impeach- 
ment the governor himself will not be pres- 
ent. His plea of not guilty, when asked for, 
will be made in writing by his attorneys. 

Sulzer May Not Appear. 
One of his counsel said tonight that prob- 


ably Gov. Oxinee weal notappear ot the trial 


ert that 
the precedent set by President Andrew John- 
son, who intrusted evenything to his lawyers, 
must be followed in this fateful hour. 

Mr. Sulzer did not go to his offices at the 
capitol today. All day and again tonight he 
was at his home checking up with his full 
corps of attorneys all the points that the de- 
tense is relying on to save him. One of them 
is the testimony of Mrs. Sulzer. It is believed 
she will testify if the court ignores the plea 
that the trial is unconstitutional and calis 
for witnesses, Her heaith is much improved. 

Mr. Sulzer’s friends say that his wife's con- 
fidence in the outcome of the trial which be- 
came apparent three days ago continues. 

On the eve of the trial, the impeachment 
managers engaged John B. Stanchfield as one 
of their lawyers. He and ex-Senator Edgar 
T. Brackett will share the examination of 
witnesses. Stanchfleld is famous for his 
suavity before a jury, Brackett is sharp and 
remorseless. 


Judges Will Not Vote First. 
The hopes of some of the senators that the 
Court of Appeals judges would vote first on 
every roll call, including the final one where- 
by the governor is found guilty or acquitted, 
was upset today. 

Patrick E. McCabe, clerk of the senate, had 
prepared a roll call, in which the names of the 
Court of Appeals judges came first. Chief 
Justice Edgar M. Cullen set his foot on that 
plan. He said that, in the high court of 
impeachment, senators and jurists are equal 
and must vote as such. Therefore the roll 
call will be alphabetical. 

Undoubtedly, before the vote is taken the 
court will confer in private, but on all other 
roll calls the wavering senator must make 
up his mind without knowing how all the 
Court of Appeals judges stand. 


Order of Court Procedure, ‘ 

The order of procedure for the opening of 
court is as follows: 

The senate will be called to order at noon 
by the president pro tem, Robert F. Wag 
ner. He will then delegate two senators to 
escort into the senate chamber the judges 
of the Court of Appeals Judge Cullen wil! 
then have the roll called by Clerk McCahe 
to see if the majority of the senators and 
judges are present, as required by the con- 
stitution. 

After the roll call each member of the 

high court will be sworn separately. Then 
will come the appointment of a committee 
on rules and procedure to govern the res 
of the trial. The committee will be Judge 
Cullen, Senator Wagner, and Elon R. Brown, 
Republican senate leader. 
When they are named the court probably 
will adjourn until Friday, although Aaron 
J. Levy, chairman of the assembly impeach- 
ment managers, tonight said he saw no rea- 
son why several matters shouldn't be dis- 
posed of tomorrow. 


Call for Sulzer(Presence. 

But it looks as if not until Friday will 
Judge Cullen, after receiving formal proof 
that the articles of impeachment were served 
on the governor, pronounce this solemn sum- 
mons: 

“ William Sulzer, governor of the state of 
New York. appear and answer the articles 
of impeachment exhibited against you by 
the assembly.” 

Whereupon ex-Judge D. Cady Herrick, Mr. 
Suizer’s chief counsel, will submit a written 
plea. It will set forth that the {mpeach- 
ment vote was invalid because the assembly 
was not called in extraordinary session for 
that purpose; that there can be no impeach- 
ment for acts that took place before Mr. 
Sulzer became governor, and that the gov- 
ernor is innocent of all the charges. 

Probably it also will allege that the four 
senators who were members of the Frawley 
committee have no right to sit in the high 
court, There is also reason to believe that 
some of the senators will be declared unfit 
because they made false statements of their 
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torney Chadsey of New York skipping about 
the state getting affidavits to support this 
charge, and examining the campaign state- 

ments on file with the secretary of state. 
Chief Judge Cullen, who is aware that 

every ruling and action of the court will be 
setting a. precedent, insists that every mo- 
ment of the trial shall be dignified. He will 
allow no bickering among lawyers, no frivol- 
ity, no @icks of delay. 

It was pointed out tonight that if any 
member of the court is declared ineligible 
the effect is automatically to reduce the size 
of the vote required for conviction, which is 
two-thirds of thé votes present. If the four 
Frawley committee senators should be 
barred the number necessary to eeaviction 
would be 35. 

The counsel for both sides made up their 
minds tonight just what part each man will 
take in the trial. For Gov. Sulzer, Louis 
Marshall will do the direct examination, 
Senator Hinman and ex-Judge James Gay 
Gordon of Philadelphia, the cross exarmnina- 
tion, and the summing up will be by D. Cady 
Herrick, who also will argue legal points 
that are raised. 

For the impeachment managers, John B. 
Stanchfield will have charge of the cross ex- 
amination, Isador Kiesel and Eugene Lamb 
Richards Jr. of the direct examination. Al- 
ton B. Parker will sum up, and Edgar 1. 
Brackett will argue lega! points, 


Case Hurt Tammany Men. 

New York, Sept. 17.—The impeachment of 
Gov. Sulzer and his fight for direct primary 
reform played an import@&t part in yester- 
day's Democratic primaries in New York 
state. The governor's friends maintained 
thet these issues were responsible for defeats 
the regular Democratic organization suf- 
fered in several localities.

The bill, as it passed the house, contained a 
Joker in the interest of the hosiery manu- 
facturera.- Apprehending it to be so plain 
ir. character that it would attract public at- 
tention, the senate changed the paragraph 
and continued the joker under another 
form. Still the ¢oncealed protection was too 
apparent and the conference committee has 
tried once again, 

The phraseology adopted by the committee 
is deft, but the fact remains that the protec- 
tion accorded to the domestic cottdn. hose 
manufacturers will be as prohibitive under 
the proposed law as it was under the Di igley 
law. and ag it is under the existing law. 


Rates of House Bill. 
The house bill provided that hose valued at 
less than 70 cénts a dozen paire should be 
taxed 30 per gent ad valorem, and hose

per cent ad valorem. 

The department of commerce says there 
are no hose valued at less than 70 cents a 
dozen, or even at 70 cents a dozen, imported. 
Thus, if the house bill had been enacted into 
law, the higher rate would have been imposed 
on a class of stockings much worn by the 
poor people, prveraging 80.1 cents a dozen 
pairs.

As the bill now stands, the duties de- 
termined upon will be as follows:

Hose valuded at betweer 70 N and $1.20 
a dosen pairs, of which there is only one 
class, will be taxed 40 per cent ad valorem. 

Hose valued at more than $1.20 a dosen 
pairs will bo taxed 50 per cent ad valorem. 

According to the figures of the department 
of commerce the aggregate annual value 
of imports of hose averaging 90 1 a dozen 
pairs was $754,704. | 

The next higher class of hoster} z also worn 
by the average man and woman. has a value 
of $1.36 a dozen. The imports 1 this class 
reach $762,050 annually. Under the agree - 
ment reached by the conferees these hose 
will be taxed 50 per cent ad valqrem. 

The value of stockings above the $1.36 class 
yearly imported is $1,200,000. They also will 
be taxed 50 per cent. The aver duty im- 
posed under the existing law om all hosiery 
is 72.66 per cent. 

The conferees claim, as a repult of their 
work, the average duty will be 47% per cent. 
Even at this rate, however, it is not figured 
by experts that there will be any great in- 
crease in importation 


Other Cotton Rates Lower. 

The discrimination in favor of the hosiery 
intereste if the more apparent when the 
hosiery rates are compared with those im- 
posed upon cotton knit goods, such un- 
derwear shirts, and the like.

The house bill fixed a duty of 
2 per cent on woolen and cotton blankets. 
The senate, less generous than the house, 
decreed that all blankets valued at less than 
40 cents a pound should be free, and all 
over that velue should bear a duty of 25 
per cent: 

This protected the wool manufacturers of 
New land, but alarmed the cotton 
blanket manufacturers, particularly of the 
south. It is understood the senate conferees 
accepted the house provision so that blankets 
will pay a duty of 25 per cent as against a 
duty of 45 per cent on cotton and about 60 


per dent on wool.

MURET LIVED IN CHIC AGO. 


Papers Found Indicate He Prac- 
ticed Medicine Here as Dr. 
Arnold Held.” | 


New York, Sept. 17.~That Hans Schmidt, 
the priest, whose double life was exposed 
Sunday, when he was arrested and confessed 
the murder of Anna Aumuller after killing 
the girl and dismembering her body in a 
Bradhurst avenue flat, hired another apart- 
ment, in which he presumably planned to 
conceal himself, was developed from police 
discoveries today. 

Evidence also was found linking closer 
and for a longer period than had been sup- 
posed the lives of Schmidt and his alleged 
counterfeiting partner, the unlicensed den- 
tist, Dr. Ernest Muret. 

The latter, papers found in his office by 
official searchers indicated, had left London 
for some offense committed while practicing 
medicine there, and had practiced in chi- 
cago under the name of Dr. Arnold Held,“ 
leaving that city and dropping the name of 
Held some time subsequent to July, 1909. 

Althougn Muret nad claimed he met 
Schmidt only six months ago, evidence has 
appeared that they had busines relations 
as long as two years ago, and that the 
dentist long had knowledge of Schmidt's 
counterfeiting experiments. 


Whitman Takes Up Inquiry. 

District Attorney Whitman returned to 
the city today from a brief vacation and took 
the Schmidt investigation in hand. Coin- 
cidently the federal authorities stepped into 
the case with warrants for Schmidt and 
Muret, charging that they had in their pos- 
sion implements with which to make coun- 
terfeit money. 

The detectives scouring the neighborhood 
in which Anna Aumuller was murdered 
found that three days after the crime a man 
resembling Schmidt but giving another name 
rented an Eighth avenue apartment, for 
which he paid a month's rent. Two suitcases 
which were left there contained photographs 
of Miss Aumuller and Schmidt as well as 
numerous little feminine belongings, evi- 
dently those of the murdered woman. 

Baby clothes made up and patiently em- 

broidered and material for many other gar- 
ments—enough for a complete outfit for an 
infant—were among the contents of the grips. 
Some of Schmidt's things were there, too 
clothing marked with the name Van Dyke 
(one of Schmidt's aliases), a false mustache 
and false goatee, and numerous other arti- 
cles. 


Shows Career in Chicago. 

Several interesting discoveries resulted 
from the search of Dr. Muret's office today. 
That he had practiced in Chicago under an- 
other name was indicated by a certificate is- 
sued by the American College of Mechano- 
Therapy to Dr. Arnold Held.” Attached 
to the certificate is an excellent photograph 
of Dr. Muret, with the attestation of a no- 
tary that he was the person described in the 
certificate, “ living at 476 North Clark street 
in the city of Chicago and practicing medi- 
cine.” The certificate bears date of July 1, 
1909. A physician's card bearing Dr. Mu- 
ret’s name with a London address also was 
found, as well as letters addressed to Dr. 
A. Held” in Hamburg, Germany, and to 
M. Ernest in London. 

Some of the letters bearing London’ post- 
marks were signed Vera, the writer de- 
scribing herself as your loving wife.” One 
urged him to come home, as he had nothing 
to fear from the detectives.”’ 


STUDIED TO AID CRIME? 

That Ernest Muret deliberately prepared 
himseif for a possible criminal act by taking 
a course in criminal law in a Chicago corre- 
spondence school is the belief of the authori- 
ties of the La Salle Extension university, 
2717 South Michigan boulevard. 

He was enrolled as a student of the insti- 
tion on Jan. 15, 1912, and is still on the 
books. After a ꝓreliminary payment of $20 
which entitled him to receive a library con- 
taining works of reference, several of which 
dealt directly with criminal procedure, Dr. 
Muret ceased interest in his studies.

MANN. ACT MISUNDERSTOOD. 


Court Says Scope Is Greater than In- 
tended by Congress. 


San Francisco, Cal., Sept, 17.—Bitter de- 
nunciation of the saloon marked the address 
of Federal Judge Van Fleet in sentencing 
Maury I. Diggs and F. Drew Caminetti in 
the notorious “ white slave” case today. 

Diggs, former state architect, was sen- 
tenced to two years in the state prison and 
to pay a fine of $2,000. Caminetti, son of 
the United States commissioner general of 
immigration, was sentenced to eighteen 
months in prison and to pay a fine of $1,500. 

The stay of execution was granted in order 
to. permit the defense to perfect an appeal 
to the United States Cireuit Court of Appeals 


‘for a writ ot error. Motions for a new trial 


and for arrest of judgment were denied. 


Flaying of Saloon Evil. 

“This was a crime of opportunity.“ Judge 
Van Fleet said. ‘‘I mean that the laxity of 
social conditions and the lack of parental 
control made it possible. 

“I wish to say that all through this case 
there is the evidence that drink had its 
paralyging influences upon the morals and 
the minds of these men and these two young 
girls, with whom, they went on that trip to 
Reno. The territie, debasing influence of the 
saloon and the roadhouse is too disgustingly 
apparent in this pitiful situation, and I make 
the observation here that society must pay 
the price for permitting the existence of these 
highly objectionable places. 

This does not help me to exculpate these 
defendants."’ 


Act Wider than Intended. 

Judge Van Fleet said scope of the Mann 
act, under which the two men were sen- 
tenced, was wider than was intended by its 
framers. 

“I agree with counsel,” he said, that the 
degree of the offense committed by these 
men, if the court can be permitted to refer 
to degrees of this crime where the Mann act 
fails to, is not as grave as in cases where 
men transport women from one state to an- 
other for immoral! purposes for gain. The 
act originally did not contemplate cases of 
this character, nor was it the intention of 
Congressman Mann, as-expressed to the con- 
gressiqnal committee in explaining the orig- 
inal bill, that it should. 

But congress, in vassing the bill, added 
that any transportation for any immoral act 
where the woman transported was openly 
exposed to debauchery should be unlawful 
and that brought these cases within the pur- 
view of the statute. 

“ Corgress failed to alter the last portion 
of the act, which gave the statute. its com- 
mon name, the white slave traffic act, and in 
80 failing left the means by which the general 
misunderstanding and misinterpretation | 
have come about.

handling the investigation as representative 
of Gov. Dunne, went into the dormitory this 
morning and picked up a half dozen of the 
youngsters, choosing them ai random. 


Children Tell of -Whippings. - 

These boys told stories of whippings,’ some 
with the “ squeegee“ and others with the 
bare hand. It is evident tonight that the 
members of the board believe these regard 
less of what they may think of the test!- 
mony given by the older and more hardened 
inmates. 

One boy, Murray Halbert of Peoria, 
he had seen another boy beaten with g club 
and stool while a guard stood watch With a 
gun. A second boy, John Morris, said he 
was refused more than one cup of water a 
day while in the “ screens.” 

George Matracino of Chicago said three or 
four boys had committed suicide to get away 
from their troubles. 

Announcement was made this afternoon 
that opportunity will be granted to any offi- 
cer or employé to take the witness stand 
tomorrow, if there is time, or next week, io 
make any statement which the individual 
may desire. 


Warned Against Revolt. 

One development is the stringent precau- 
tion made on the inside“ to quell any revolt 
which it is feared may arise because of the 
investigation.

and safe jails. A city without the proper 
facilities’ for doing good and improving its 
citizens is like a household without the proper 
implements. 

Women have never handled large sums of 
money as a general thing, and they are apt

Their Escape; Suspects Arrest- 
ed, but Not Identified. 


Fingerprints left on the sides of the dust 
laden ladder used for obtaining entrance to 
Mandel Brothers’ barns at 2055-9 West Van 
Buren street, early yesterday, offer some 
hope of identifying the gang that murdered 


one of the stablemen and escaped with $2,- 


000 from the office safe. 

The ladder was taken to headquarters by 
a couple of the score of detectives assigned 
to the case from Warren avenue, Capt. Hal- 
pin’s office, and Assistant Chief Schuettler’s 
office. Impressions were fairly clear and 
may be of service, 

None of the arrests made up to late last 
night was considered important. The three 
barn employés who were overpowered after 
the slaying of their companion were taken 
before the suspects but could make no identi- 
fication. Neither could Warrington McEvoy, 
the Garfield Park State bank messenger who 
only a week ago was robbed of $4,600 in 
cash and $10,000 in checks, it is thought by 
the same gang. : 

The firm belief of the police and the Man- 
del officials is that the gang included at least 
one man who had been an employé-at the 
barns. In no other way, they figure, could 
entrance have been obtained so easily. It 
was by the only route that could be suc- 
cessful. 


Murder Leaves Three Orphana, 

The victim of the shooting was Michael 
Waschuk, 720 West Fourteenth street, who 
came to this country from Poland only three 
months ago, bringing his wife and two chil- 
dren, Lucy and Dora. A little boy, Alex. 


born soon after they came to Chicago, also. 


survives. 

It was Waschuk's misfortune to be nearest 
the inclined passage to the upper floor.

Louis Joselsky, and T. Tonash, 716 West 
Fourteenth street, heard their comrade cry 
and were running up When they heard the 
shot they stopped running, raised their hands 
and allowed themselves to be trussed up. The 
dying man was also bound.and thrown to one 
side. 

The gang ran quickly into the ‘ office, 
knocked the lock to pieces with an iron bar, 
forced the door, and rummaged about the 
different compartments. Their loot appea 
to have been about 32,000, made up of th 
fortnightly pay roll for the barn and a con- 
siderable amount of money brought in by the 
wagon boys from their Tuesday afternoon 
collections. With 4 parting glance at the 
four helpless employés the gang filed. 

Widow Sees Body and Faints, 

Smith freed himself with a pair of pliers 
and cut the other men's ropes. Waschuk 
was hurried, dying, to the county hospital. 

Als wife waited at home. Waschuk was 
expected at 8 o’clock with his two weeks’ 
pay.

ALLEGED GUNMEN ARRESTED

Wife Testifies Husband Had A- 
pressed Fear of Eugene Gary, Who 
Is Now in Jail. 


Two alleged gunmen were arrested yester- 
day as they entered the Twenty-second street 
police station where a deputy coroner was 
holding the inquest into the death of James 
Fletcher, a county employé, also known as 
Jim Kelly in the south side levee, The pris- 
oners are Bert Coffey, 17 East Thirty-ninth 
street, and John Flanagan, 8020 Emerald 
avenue.

A 
man of that name is under arrest,

Chicago automobilists are treated better in 


Chicago as regards speed limits than in any 
other large city in the country, according to 
Chief MeWeeny and Judge Sheridan E. Fry 
of the Speeders’ court. Complaints by driv- 
ers of cars that they were unable to deter- 
mine just what speed to keep within on ac- 
count of conflicts of authority regarding the 
speed limits yesterday brought out state- 
ments from Chief McWeeny and others. 
The speed of automobiles is regulated legal- 
ly by the state law, which applies to all mu- 
nicipalities as well as country roads. The 
different rates. set by statute are as follows: 


Business districts. ...10 miles an hour 
Thickly settled dfist’s.15 miles an hour 
Outlying districts... ..20 miles au hour 
Country roads .....25 miles an hour

The latter stormed an inn and 
smashed the windows. Four local policemen 
used their revolvers im an effort to stem the 
rush of 150 men and one boy was shot in the 
Shoulder. Reinforcements of Royal Irish 
constabulary have been sent to the scene. 
There has been rioting also in the northern 
part of the county. Crops have been de- 
stroyed and machinery smashed by strikers. 


Food Prices Soar. 

Prices of food in Dublin are soaring. Many 
commodities have doubled and some trebled 
in price. There is much suffering among 
the poor.

MAKE HASTE SLOWLY. 

A careful diagndsis or the present build- 
ing ordinance was made by Dr. Young the 
other day. A survey of the strength and 
weaknesses of the ordinance leads the health 
commissioner to the conclusion that the 
way to make progress in housing reform in 
Chicago is to proteed slowly and from 
within,“ using the tools and weapons at 
hand. In other words, Dr. Young would 
begin housing reforms in Chicago not with 
an attack on the present building ordinance, 
as is suggested in certain reform circles, bet 
by utilizing the ordinance and strengthen- 
ing it. | 

That there are defects in the present buiki- 
ing ordinance Dr. Young cheerfully ac- 
knowledges. But, he says, with all its de- 
fects the ordinance is by far the most pro- 
gressive the city has yet had. It has been 
in operation only eighteen months and has 
done much to improve housing conditions. 
If the defects from which the ordinance 
now suffers were to be remedied by supple- 
mentary legislation the ordinance would be- 
come the best reform weapon the city has 
had or is likely to have, heaays. 

What Dr. Young criticises in the present 
building ordinance is vagueness and am- 
biguity in a number of places which gives 
builders a chance to evade certain provisions 
of the ordinance. 

The building ordinance, for Instance, is 
not explicit enough as to the amount of space, 
the area, that should be left between build- 
ings. The same is true with regard to 
courts, The ordinance likewise might be 
more specific as to room congestion, It 
should put stricter limitations on the num- 
ber of boarders or lodgers to be kept ih a 
room. Another serious omission the 
building ordinance is the failure to cireum- 
scribe the meaning of a three story house 
and basement.” At present, Dr. Toung 
asserts, builders construct a four story buſld- 
ing when their plans specify a three story 
building and basement. They get around 
the law by having the first floor situated six 
inches below the ground and calling the 
first floor a basement. This evasion of the 
law made possible by the lack of explicit- 
ness in the present ordinance makes for 
greater fire peril. A three story building 
need not be fireproof, but a four story one 
should be. | 

All of these defects of the building law 
Dr. Young thinks should be remedied speed- 
fly. But they should be remedied by sup- 
plementary legislation. A supplementary 
ordinance should be passed incorporating or 
adding these provisions to the building or- 
dinance. No attempt, however, should be 
made to “revise” the building ordinance 
bn socount of these shortcomings, Dr. Young 
argues. For, once such an attempt is made, 
and the ordinance is ripped open, there will 
be many interests on hand that will attempt 
to draw the teeth from some of the other 
important provisions. 

The housing problem, in the opinion of 
Dz. Young, is coming to be more d problem 
of room congestion than of acre congestion. 
It is the overcrowding in the homes, the 
bealth commisgsioner holds, that is responsi- 
ble for slum conditions, Limit the number 
of roomers that can be taken into a flat, 
he says, and the pestilential tenements and 
reeky shanties will cease to bring in the 
large rents that they now bring in because of 
the system of overcrowding. They will cease 
to be profitable and the owners will be forced 
to rebuild ha.

LA SALLE MILE. 

R. GREAVES of La Salle, III.. set 
out to investigate the condition of 
milk in Illindis cities ranging from 
6,000 to 15,000 inhabitants. He 

sent six questions to the proper of- 
ficers. To this circular letter he received 
twenty-five replies. It is safe to say that the 
towns that did not reply all belong to the 
group of nothing-being-done. 

In the twenty-five from which replies were 
received there are milk ordinances in twelve, 
but there are no efforts to enforce them. 
In four there were laboratory examinations 
for percentage of cream, but in none was 
there an examination for dirt. In one there 
was a biennial visit from an inspector to the 
dairies” In the others there were no in- 
spectors, 


~~ 

It is as a result of such conditions that the 
statistics show the infant mortality of towns 
of that size is as high as that of the large 
cities. In fact, the babies of the people of 
high intelligence are now much safer in the 
large cities than they are in the small. 

The milk of the small place has the ad- 
vantage of being close at hand. It is dis- 
tributed while still fresh. On the other 
hand, in and around the small place milk 
production is an on-the-side business, an 
extra- money, pin-money maker. 

The highest grade city milkman, to whom 
the sale of milk is his one thought, will do his 
job enough better than the extra-money 
producer to much more than offset the dis- 
advantage of distance. The bighly intelli- 
gent parents use milk, but that from the 
highest grade dealers, and in consequence 
their children are safer than the babies 
of small cities. 


— 

However, it is easy for the people in 
smaller cities to have good milk if they will 
go after it. La Salle determined to have 
good milk. There is a level headed old time 
moneymaker, Matthiesen, who was willing 
to lend hig brains as well as his money. 
Within two years La Salle was getting milk 
that ran below 10,000 bacteria—merely an- 
other way of saying the people were getting 
clean milk. Within two years the} were 
subscribing to the following creed: 

“1, That it was not necessary for milk 
to smell of the cow to be real milk. 

“2. That milk which would never sour 
was preserved, 

“8. That a certain percentage of the 
healthy looking cows was tubercular. 

“4. That milk must be cooled immedi 
ately after milking and kept cooled. 

„5. That milk could not be successfully 
delivered in open wagons in ordinary cans. 

“6. That the good old family cow might 
be diseased, and if not milked under sanitary 
conditions the milk could be as infectious 
as any dealer's supply. 

“T. That milk carried contagious dis- 
eases,”

The school laboratories of any city of 
5,000 are all that is needed to secure a clean 
milk for it. Let the milk brought to it be 
examined by the pupils for dirt and bacteria, 
and publish the results ip the local papers 
each week. The trick will be turned.

| LA MARQUISE 
T is reported on excellent authority, both 
in Paris and St. Petersburg, that The- 
ophile Delcassé has asked to be relieved 
of the post of French ambassador to Rus- 
sia, to which he was appointed in Febru- 
ary last. 

While he has been treated with the utmost 
distinction by the emperor and by the leading 
statesmen at St. Petersburg, both he and 
Mme. Delcassé6 have failed to meet with the 
welcome on the part of the great world on 
the banks of the Neva which they had been 
led to expect. 

Indeed, society in the Russian capital has 
shown the same disinclination to open its 
doors to the Delcassés that it manifested to 
his two immediate predecessors, MM. Bom- 
pard and Louis, on account of their belonging 
to the bourgeoisie, 


. — 

This treatment has been all the more un- 
pleasant owing to the cordiality shown by 
the grand monde of St. Petersburg to the 
ambassadors of Germany, Great Britain, 
Spain, and even Austria, all of whom belong 
to the old aristocracy of their respective 
countries; to the envoys of Belgium and the 
Netherlands, of whom the same may be 
said, and even to some of the younger mem- 
bers of Delcassé's own staff, such as Comte 
C. de Chambrun, the Comte de Sartiges, as 
well as to his military attaché, Gen. the Mar- 
quis de Laguiche. 

At St. Petersburg, as at Vienna, society ab- 
solutely declines to receive in its midst and 
to admit to intimate intercourse foreign 
diplomats who are devoid of birth and of 
blue blood, solely on the strength of their 
official rank. 

Its relations with diplomats of this kind re- 
main of the most formal character, an ex- 
ception being sometimes made in favor of 
Americans who have known how to render 
themselves particularly agreeable and popu- 
lar.

M. Delcaseé is said to feel bitter about his 
treatment by the great world of St. Peters- 
burg. When minister of foreign affairs at 
Paris, and even after he had gone out of 


} office, he was made much of by Edward VII. 


and by King Alfonso of Spain. He had been 
a masterful minister of foreign affairs, and it 
was for having contributed to his resignation 
at the time of the Morocco imbroglio that the 
kaiser bestowed the title of prince upon his 
chancellor, Count yon Billow. 

Thanks to King Edward, M. Delcassé has 
many warm friends among the old French 
aristocracy. The King not only entertained 
him himself whenever he was in Paris but 
also caused him to be invited to meet him at 
the houses of his personal friends, such as 
Comtesse Edmond de Pourtalés, the Marquis 
de Breteuil, the De Greffuhles, the De 
Jarnacs, Mme. Standish, etc., by virtue of 
that law of etiquette which prescribes that 
royalty shall always personally name and 
select the guests invited by its host to meet it. 

M. Delcassé therefore could not understand 
why the Russian aristocracy should treat 
him so coldly, all the more as he possesses, 
through his wife, the widow of his former 
employer, a large fortune and has been deco- 
rated with the grand cross of all the Russian 
orders of knighthood save that of St. Andrew. 


~ 

M. Deicassé is so small that he has been 
surnamed le pou,” which may be euphemis- 
tically translated as “the flea,” and the 
French comic papers have always delighted 
in caricaturing him in the guise of this house- 
hold insect. 

Nor is his lack of inches in any way re- 
deemed by his good looks. In fact, with his 
walruslike mustache, his low forehead, fiat, 
upturned nose, and extremely large ears, he is 
about the homeliest statesman that has ever 


held cabinet offies in France or represented .

that country abroad as ambassador since the 
days of the great Talleyrand. 

The French government would infinitely 
prefer to keep him at St. Petersburg, since, 
as a member of the chamber of deputies, 
where he retains his seat, he is always 
a source danger to the administration of 
the day by reason of his powers of caustic 
criticism. 

However, neither he nor Mme. Delcassé 
will consent to remain at St. Petersburg, and 
there is no doubt that he is returning to live 
on the banks of the Seine, much less of a 
Russophile than when he took up his resi- 
dence in St. Petersburg early last spring, and 
that he will be less enthusiastic henceforth 
about everything Muscovite,

Empress Eugénie is exceedingly rich. 
Prinoe Victor Napoleon, the Bonapartist pre- 
tender, has a consort worth millions in Prin- 
cess Clementine of Belgium, while his chief 
representative in France, Prince Joachim 
Murat, is also wealthy through his wife, one 
of the principal heiresses of the late multi- 
millionaire Mme. Heine of Paris. 

Prince Murat, indeed, prides himself upon 
the possession of the finest collection of relics 
of the first Napoleon, which he professes to 
regard in the light of a sacred trust. 

Yet neither he, nor Prince Napoleon, nor 
Empress EKugénie will contribute a single 
penny piece for the preservation of the his- 
toric house at Longwood, in the island of 
St. Helena, where the great emperor spent 
the last five years of his life and breathed his 
last. 

— 

More than y years ago the French na- 
tion, then ruled by King Louis Phillippe, ac- 
quired possession of Longwood and of the 
surrounding grounds, including the tomb in 
which Napoleon’s remains had reposed dur- 
ing the near quarter of a century that elapsed 
before their conveyance to France, where 
they now repose in the Invalides at Paris. 

The French government still pays for a 
caretaker at Longwood, but declines to con- 
tribute any money to the maintenance and 
keeping in repair of the house and of the 
grounds, and Empress Bugénie, Prince 
Napoleon, and Prince Joachim Murat have 
all turned 4 deaf ear to appeals about the 
matter, 

The result is that Longwood house is in a 
state of utter rack and ruin. The windows 
have disappeared; the doors have simply 
‘rotted from their hinges; the ceiling is falling 
from the rafters; the whole place is swarming 
with rats and bats. 

Not a stick of furniture remains in any of 
the rooms save the one in which the em- 
peror breathed his last. All that it contains, 
however, is a small altar and a bust of Napo- 
leon.

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no wonder! An act written and introduced | 


by one member is amended by two or three 
others, sent to the second house of the legis- 
lature, pawed over and amended there, sent 
back to conference, has paragraphs ¢ut out 
and added, and, finally, is jammed’ through 
id the closing hours of the session in a form 
60 changed and mutilated that its original 
sponsor would need an introduttion, It is 
likely to be full of bad English, contradic- 
tions, prunes, and jokers. 

Various bar associations, after careful 
investigation, have reported that a large 
percentage of the laws passed by the aver- 
age legislature may be fairly classified un- 
der one of the following heads: 

1. Useless. 8. Mischievous. 
2. Careleasly worded. 4, Bad. 

Because $0 many laws are ambiguous, 
either in language or in meaning, not even 
a lawyer can tell what they permit or pro- 
hibit until they are finally passed on by 
the highest courts. It is almost the rule with 
any act passed by the legislature that if 
any one ig sufficiently interested to pay for 
a careful search some contradiction or error 
can be found because of which the courts 
will be obliged to declare it unconstitutional. 


„ 


HREE times, for instance, acts have 
been passed to enable the creation of a 
forest reserve in Cook county. ‘Twice the 
people have voted in favor of the esta blish- 
ment of the outer park belt. The first time 
the attorney general gave it as his opinion 
that there was a nullifying error in the bill, 
and no action was taken. The second time, 
when the affirmative vote of the people was 
Very large, political opponents wee able to 
knock it out before the Supreme court, 

In one paragraph the bill permitted the 
citizens of any part of a county to establish 
a forest teserve; in another paragraph it 
was decreed that there could be but one for- 
est preserve in a county, That, the court 
held, established a sort of special privilege, 
which could not be peimitted. 7 

Now for the third time the enabliig act 
has passed the legislature. It wil’ be more 
than a year before the people will have 
their third chance to vote on the proposi- 
tion. In the meantime the price of the land 
which it is desired to include in the outer 
park belt has increased perhaps 25 per cent. 
Some of the original farm lands have been 
cut up into building lots; parts of the foresta 
have been destroyed. If the outer park belt 
is finally established it will be found that 
sloppy legislation has cost the people of Cook 
county several millions of dollars. The case 
is not exceptional. It is mentioned only be- 
cause of its wide public interest. 


oo 


NOTHER necessary result of the end- 
less flood of laws is that many of them 
are not enforced. It is a commonplace that 
the nonenforcement of certain laws breeds 
disrespect for all law. Immigrants come here 
from countries where every law is enforced 
to the letter; where obedience to law is in- 
bred and unbroken. They see their nelgh- 
bors. habitually and publicly breaking the 
law; they naturally conclade that they may 
with impunity break another law. 

It is another commonplace that when 
laws are left to be enforced at the discretion 
of the police force or of any other body of 
men the temptation to graft is great. A man 
would be more than human if he dad not oc 
casionally take advantage of the ever pres- 
ent opportunity to punish an enemy or re- 
ward a friend. And shall not a friend who 
has received many favors now and then re- 
turn the compliment? 

The one aet passed by the last legislature 
which seems to be most potential for good 18 
that establishing the joint legislative refer- 
ence bureau. The expert secretary of that 
bureau may be able to do much, if not in 
curbing the flood of laws, to make those 
laws which are passed clear, easy to under- 
stand and interpret, and not, on their face, 
at least, contrary to the constitution.

The un- 
thinking slaughter of calves and legislation 
which will eradicate hog disease will be some 
of the things aimed at in the resolutions of 
the executive committee. 


One Cause of Meat Shortage? 

Many packers blame the needless slaughter 
of calves for the shortage of meat which oc- 
curs every year, and remedial measures will 
be asked of different legislatures. 

The convention, expected to be the largest 
yet held by the association, will begin at the 
Hotel La Salle with the opening address of 
Gustav Bischoff Sr. of Cincinnati, president 
of the association. Others who will address 
the convention are M. N. Taylor, James E. 
Poole, editor of Live Stock World, and E. 
L. Roy, all of Chicago.

JUDGES AVOID DONAHOE CASE f 


Brentano Has Difficulty in Get- 
ting Accused Lawyer Tried. 


THREE ASK TO BE EXCUSED. 


McDonald Latest to Decline Hearing 
Funk Conspiracy Case. 


Judge Theodore Brentano, chief justices of 
the Criminal court, was unable yesterday to 
find a judge willing to try the conspiracy 
case against Attorney Daniel Donahoe, Iraac 
Steiffel, a private detective, and Aileen Hepp- 
ner, accused of conspiracy to defame Clan- 
ence Funk. The case, which was originally 
upon Judge Brentano’s call, was transfered 
to Judge McDonald after Donahoe had inti- 
mated that he would ask for a change of 
venue from Judge Brentano. 

Tuesday, Judge McDonald, in a letter to the 
chief justice, requested that the case be 
transferred from his call. 

He refused yesterday to give his reasons 
mentioned in the letter and Judge Brentano 
refused to make public the letter until the 
case has been decided. Judge Windes, Judge 
Petit, and Judge Kersten had already indi- 
cated their unwillingness to try the case. 

“There has been no reassignment of the 
case yet, said Judge Brentano yesterday. 
It will come up before Judge McDonald on 
Monday as planned. It is possible that it 
may then be transferred to some other court. 
Judge McDonald may change his position in 
the meantime.” : 

Assistant States Attorney Bell, who will 
prosecute Donahoe and the others, conferred 
with Judge Brentano yesterday afternoon.

Arnold school at 1802 North State street. 

The letter urged him to cooperate in « 
campaign of prevention on the ground it is 
a disgusting practice of baseball players, 
both insanitary and unesthetic. 


Wante Bar on Murdered English. 
“TI regret,’ Dr. Young replied, “ to be com- 
pelled to inform you that I do not feel the 


regard to the so-called spitbal!.’ 

‘I share with you quite fully your aver- 
sion to the kind of yerbiage that passes for 
English with most of the baseball reporters. 

“I do not believe the spitting on the ball 
by the pitcher has any more effect on the 
health of the player than spitting on the 
bait for luck.“ when fishing, has to do with 
the size of the catch.“ 

“ Unquestionably there is much to be said 
in behalf of your position when the question 
ie viewed from the side of esthetics or man- 
ners. I feel compelled, however, to confine 
my activities entirely to sanitary aspects of 
all questions.“ 


Here is the head master’s letter: 

„ @ teacher of boys and a life devotee 
of the forms of sports for boys I write 
to ask if you will not lend your influence in 
favor of the elimination of that most dis- 
gusting practice now indulged in by many 
baseball pitchers of spitting upon the ball. 
Could anything be more foreign to the sport 
itself? It would be far more preferable and 
leas insanitary if each pitcher could have 
a pailful of water and a brush with which 
to daub hia ball before delivering it. Among 
the specific objections to the practiice are 
these: 

It is inganitary. It is dificult enough now 
to avoid the absorption of disease germs in 
the system without having to submit to a 
“coating of saliva from pitchers afflicted with 
tuberculosis and other diseases. 

“The advantages obtained by this prao- 
tio are so slight as to make them unworthy 
of consideration. 


Calls Practice Unedifying. 

“The sight of the pitcher holding the cen- 
ter of view of thousands of spectators ex- 
pectorating upon the ball which he is about 
to throw is most unedifying to say the least. 

The example is a disgusting and per- 
nicious ope to the hundreds of the boys in 
the schodls, embryo hurlers of college and 
professl teams.

Owner of Genetd Serves 30 Day 
Notice on Alleged Divekeeper. 


HOYNE STILL STUBBORN. 


Takes No Action to Avenge Wrongs of 
15 Year Old Loretta Kiskind. 


Joseph Johnson, owner of the Geneva hotel 
Property at 6100 Wentworth avenue, yester- 
day sefved notice upon Philip Shapiro, holder 
of the Jease, to vacate within thirty days. 

The notice further contains a provision that 
during the thirty days Shapiro is not to allow 
unmgirled couples or transient couples who 
represent themselves as married to occupy 
room in the hotel or to tolerate drinking and 
carousing-in the place. 

Johnson appended to the notice the infar- 
mation that he was compelled by the Engle- 
wood Law and Order league to take such ac- 
tion or face prosecution himself on a charge 
of leasing a building to be used for immoral! 
purposes. On Oct, 10, 1912, following com- 
plaints from Englewood residents as te the 
character of the hotel, Johnson served notice 
upon Shapiro that if further complaint came 
in the lease would be canceled. 


Lyle to Protect Johnson. 

Attorney J. H. Lyle of thé Englewood 
Law and Order league, who gave Jobnson 
the choice of either canceling his lease with 
Shapiro or facing indictment himself, told 
Johnson in case Shapire sued for breach of 
contract all the affidavits and evidence 
against the character of the hotel as op- 
Nerated by Sbapire would be turned over 
to Johnson, 

As yet Attorney Lyle has recetved no reply 
to ‘his letter to State’s Attorney Moyne, 
signed by sixty-nine citizens of Englewood, 
asking that the case of Loretta Siskind 
be reopened with a view of retuining an 
indictment against Shapiro. 


Hoyne’s Assistant Ignores Witnesses. 

Shapiro was bound to the grand jury on 
May 20 by Judge Hopkins ef the Morals 
court. The complaint was that the 16 year 
old daughter of Solomon Siskind had been 
lured into the Geneva hotel by Shapiro. 

June 26 the case was called before the 
grand jury. Nine witnesses were present to 
testify against Shapiro. The aepsistant 
state's attorney called only one of the wit- 
nesses. The jury returned a no bill. 

Attorney Lyle said yesterday he was going 
to bring the case to the state's attorney's at- 
tention repeatedly until he was definitely in- 
formed whether the case would be reopened 
or not.

“Nowadays a ‘mixture’ at from 7 pence to 9 
pence (14 to 18 cents) the pound can more than 
hold its own against butter at 10 pence or 1 
shilling (24 cents), even for table purposes, 
while in pastry, puddings, etc., the cheaper kinds 
are quite as good as butter and half the cost.
